VL—SAMUEL JOHNSON AND THE 
LITERARY CLUB. 


HE eighteenth century, from the 
time when it wao opened by the 
brilliant wit and satire ef Dryden 
and his school, through its middie 
years, made glortous by the creation 
of the periodical and the novel of 
manners, those most useful of all liter- 
ary forms for the study of human 80 


| clety and its foibles, until its close, 


was an era of marvelous fertility in 
all forms of wit and humor. Its 
early years were dominated by the 
fastidious Pope; its later years were 
ruled by rugged Samuel Johnson. - 

There was littie of genuine humor 
in Johnson's composition; he lacked 
intuition and sympathy, but he had 
an enormous fund of caustic wit. 
“Johnson's dexterity in retort,” says 
Boswell, “when he seemed to be driven 
to an extremity by his adversary was 


very remarkable,” and it was — test i- 


mony of Garrick that “Rabelais and 
all other wits are nothi compared 
with him. You may be verted by 


them; but Johnson gives you a forci- 
ble hug and s es laughter out of 
you whether will or no.” No one 
could get the better of him in the way 

retort. “There is no arguing with 
Johnson,” declared Goldsmith, “for 
when his pistol misses fire he knocks 
vou down with the butt end of it.” His 
wit. was unfeeling and brutal. Some 
one once likened his wit to excellent 
oll. “Yes,” wae the response, “oil of

He was always the 
center of every conversation, and al- 
ways the leader. All voices 

“A German 
who sat next to him [Goldsmith] and 
perceived Johnson rolling himself as 
if he was about to speak suddenly 
stopped him, saying: ‘Stay, stay! 
Toctor Shonson is going to say some- 
thing.“ This feeling was universal, 
though perhaps Goldsmith was at 
times a little jealous. No opinion 
could stand above the great dictator's. 
“There is no arguing with Johrsor,’ 
declared his friend, Dr. Taylor, “tor 
he will not hear you, and, having the 
louder voice, must wear you down.” 

All were wits in that company. Burke 
is not often thought of as a humorist, 
yet his bon mots are numerous and 
often brilliant. Many have been re- 
corded by Boswel!. The great orator 
once declared of Lord Thurlow that 
“he was a sturdy oak at Westminster 
and a willow at St. James.“ Some one 
once observed that the party calling 
themselves democrats was not holding 
together. “Ah,” said Burke, birds of 
prey are not gregarious.” His retort 
when Mayor Scott, a small man, inter- 
rupted him during his great speech 
against Warren Hastings is well 
known: , Am I,” he thundered, to be 
teased by the barking of this jackal 
while I am attacking the royal tiger 
of Bengal?“ 

In marked contrast with the digni- 
fied and ponderous Johnson stood the 
vivacious and voluble little actor, Gar- 
rick, a short punch man, very lively 
and bustling.“ as the old sexton at 
Stra ford once described him. His ac- 
tivity and exuberant spirits made dull- 
ness impossible. Note the picture 
drawn by Boswell. Johnson has just 
entered the room: 

“Garrick played around with him 
a fond vivacity, taking hold of the 


breasts of his coat and looking up in

Always 
he seems to be looking down upon hu- 
man life from an outside vantage 
ground, and yet he writes as one who 
knows human clety “intimately from 
close contact th it. Few follies and 
weaknesses escape him. In his Ciel 
nen ot the World” he touches nearly 
every foible and folly in the society of 
his day, and there is no mistaking his 
condemnation of them; yet he is never 
| gevere, never cruel and bitter. Be- 
Beath his scarlet coat and gorgeous 
| Fucies, for which his tatior was never 
to receive payment, there beat one of 
, the kindest hearts in all the world. 
“His ridicule,” says Minto, “is always 
on the side of good sense and ü 
_ feeling, and be handles even his em- 
| bodiments of folly and weakness, ‘ten- 
| derly, as if he loved them,’ as if at 
‘least he had a liurking toleration for 
them, and secretly recognized their 
claim to exist in their own way as 
varieties of multiform humanity.”

“The Citizen of the World” its a book 
full of careful studies of English - 
clety, both high and low. Few things 
have escaped the keen eve of its au- 
thor, and few follies and weaknesses 
but have been made ludicrous by this 
true humorist. 

Goldsmith's charming novel, “The 
Vicar of Wakefield,” is also full of true 
humor. It is a loving picture of simple 
rural iife drawn with minute accu- 
racy. It is impossible to sample the 
rich vein of humor which permeates 
every chapter. The simple old vicar 
and his somewhrt. vain wife are de- 
picted with a sure hand’ we feel at the 
end of the novel as if we had actually 
known them in the flesh. Its sarcasm 
is #0 gentle. its trorfy so vetlled, its 
satire so sft and delicate that we al- 
mos forget that they are there. The 
good vicar had chosen his wife “as 
he did her wedding gown, not for a 
fine glossy surface, but for such qua!i- 
tles as wovld wear well.“ 

re is but one fault in the “Vicar 
of Wakefierd,” perhaps two; it is all 
too short, and in its closing chapters 
the story is huddled up in a way radly 
inartistic. The novelist’s tender heart 
could not endure to keep his creations 
long in misery. He must restore every 
one of them to his former happiness, 
and so tre closing chapters are a mere 
chaos of reunions and happy resto-

LEARING UP DEBRIS : 
C or TRY GREAT STORM. 


It ig now more than forty-eight 
hours since the record-breaking No- 
vember rainstorm spent its fury, but 
the effects of the deluge are still vist- 
ble at many places in and around the 


city. It will take weeks to repair the 
damage that was done, but the bene- 


than the injury, are already apprevia- 
ble. Probably over half a million dol- 
lars damage, in the aggregate, wes 
done in Southern California, but the 
storm was worth millions. 

There is no more rain in immediate 
prospect, and no more is needed at the 
present time. Already the waysides, 
fields, hills and dales, which were 
brown and bare for months prior te 
the late storm, are taking on a coat 
of greenest verdure. The young, ten- 
der grass must haye grown “nearly an 
inch” yesterday, and a few days more 
of warm weather wi! make the fields 
lush with pesture. No reason there- 
after for adulterated milk, for the cows 
will soon be giving down in unstinted 
quantity and richest quality. 
Plowing and seeding will on 
a reasonable 9 moisture falls 
at intervals during the remainder of 
the season, the harvest of 1901 will be 
one of the most prolific ever known to 
Southern California. 

In the city, affairs are settling down 
to their normal state. The street-car 
companies have all resumed traffic, 
but on a few of the lines the full quota 
of cars was not yet in operation yes- 
terday. However, they will probably 
all be running today strictly on sched- 
ule time. The old Temple-street cable 
line was one of the last to resume op- 
erations, as it took the employrés quite 

t. 

One result of the storm of Wednes- 
day of whith no mention has been 
made ore, was the waghing cut 
of one of the tracks of the Pasadena 
electric line a short distance west of 
Glenmary, thus compelling the cars 
between Los Angeles and Pasadena te 
use only one track between Garvansa 
and Sycamore Grove. The damage is 
being repaired, but cars will not use 
both tracks before Sunday. Consider- 
able of the roadway is washed out at 
this point also. 
Trolley cars are once more running 
to Santa Monica, via both the Cole- 
grove and the Pico Heights routes, but 
the roadbed is still shaky at several 
points. Repair gangs are busily at 
work, however, and will soon have the 
whole line in excellent shape. 

Both the Southern Pacific and Santa 
Fé companies are again running 


trains to nearly all points schedule 
time, except on a few of the lines. 
The washouts which are taking. the 


longest time to repair are between this 
city and Santa Ana, in the vicinity 
of the San Gabriel and Santa Ana 
rivers. The Santa Fe is running trains 
regularly to Riverside via San Ber- 
nardino, and expects to have the gare 
filled in on the line via Orange some 
time today, thus reopening the entire 
Kite-shaped track to traffic. Overland 
trains on all routes are now departing 
as per schedule, but those arriving are 
coming in considerably behind time, 
as the bad condition of the tracks 
makes fast running unsafe. Thus far 
there have been no serieus accidents on 
any of the 4 roads, and with 
the great care ‘being and 
the repairs being rushed to completion’ 
as rapidly as possible, none are likely 
to occur. 

Street Superin 
ing with all the force at his command 
to clean the streets and gutters and to 
repair the damage done to the city's’ 
thoroughfares by the storm. is 
a hercuiean task with the small force 
available. Only twenty teams and 
seventy men are employed, where fifty 
of the former and 150 of the latter are 
needed. First attention is being given 
to clearing the gutters, culverts and 
storm drains, 80 as to be ready for 
the next deluge should one come. . The 
worst and most dangerous holes in the 
most-traveled streets are also being 
filled up, but it will be some weeks be- 
fore the work of resurfacing can be 
undertaken in general. : 

W. E. Sturtevant was in the city 
yesterday and reported 21 inches of 
rainfall at Sturtevant’'s Camp, in the 
mountains, a little to the north and 
east of Wilson's Peak. This is the 
heaviest precipitation yet ed 
from any point. Mr. urtevant sald 
no serious damage was done to either 
the camp or the trail leading to it.

FERN RIETOW IN COURT AGAIN. 

Fern M. Rietow, the little six-yeur-old 
orphsn, who has been before the public 
so much of late by reason of cruelty 
charges against her uncle, Henry W.

She has, in her short 
life, had more actual contact with the 
practice of law than many attorneys.

On the first day ef November Fern 
was adopted by Mr. and Mrs. C. Jen- 
sen of University, after she had been 
taken away from her uncle and turned 
over to the Humane Society.

MARSHAL’S ASSISTANCE.
